T he man thenleadeth the way 
ynto the lion, by thoſe cngins that he had pre- 
parcd long before : and anon the yong lion fell: 
into one of his pits,and was entangled by his 2 
forcfect.O(faith the hon)helpe me, for I know 
not what isthis that hath bound my fcete yerie 
faſt rogcther.Saith the ſhepheard,I am nor able 
to helpethee , buttary thou hcre,andI will go 
and call hicher-the moile.
